and Sheriff of the City, 1873. 



I. John Allen, of Ainsworth in Middleton, County of Lancaster, 
and Margaret Bridgman of Chester, Widow, licensed to marry 
February 4th, 1686. 

a. In the Register of St. Peter's, Chester, occurs the following : — 
** Mr. Peter Newton, C lerk, of ye County of Hereford, and Mrs. 
Sarah Thompson, Spinster, married in ye Quire of the Cathedral 
by Mr. Parry, then Minister of Holywell, Flintshire, 3rd December, 
1692." 

3. Son of Henry Hughes, Verger from 1676 to 1695. Charles 
was appointed a Verger in 1691 and retained Office until 1729. 

4. Dr. Entwistle was third son of John Entwistle of Foxholes 
in Hundersfield, co. Lancaster, by Dorothy his wife, daughter of 
Robert Holt of Castleton and Stubley in the same County. This 
was his second marriage, his first wife having been Grace, daughter 
of Dr. Nicholas Stratford, Bishop of Chester. He was married by 
the Bishop, his father-in-law, in the Little Chapel attached to the 
Episcopal Palace at Chester, in which the Venerable Bishop, Thomas 
Wilson, of Sodor and Man, had received orders years before. 

5. John Jones had been previously for eight years a Chorister 
Boy at the Cathedral, and was promoted in December, 1688, to the 
post of a Conduct, which he retained until 1742. John Jones, 
Thomas Spencer, and Samuel Brown held the same conduct stalls in 
succession for the long term of 160 years! 

6. John Smith, Bricklayer, Sworn a Freeman of Chester City, 
1720. 

7. Mary Townshend, wife of Robert Townshend of Coventry, 
Esquire, and afterwards of Chester (she was living in Chester in 
1706), was a daughter of Sir John Dugdale, Norroy King of Arms, 
and grand-daughter of Sir William Dugdale of Blythe Hall, Warwick- 
shire, Garter King of Arms. (Le Neves Knights, p. 319). 

8. Peter Morrey or Murray was Minor Canon of Cathedral from 
1687 to 1692. 
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9. George Preston was son of George Preston, a Conduct of the 
Cathedral, from the Restoration in 1660 to February 1689, when he 
was buried in the Cathedral. George, the son, was a Chorister Boy 
here from 1660 to 1668 when he was appointed a Conduct and held 
that Office for 31 years. The last ten years of which he was also 
Verger of the Cathedral. 

10. By his first wife Grace, daughter of Dr. Nicholas Stratford, 
Bishop of Chester. 

11. John Harrison elected a Conduct in 1669, and held the 
Office until 171 1. He received also a Beadsman's gown in 1707. 
Buried here, November 9th, 171 1. 

12. He married Esther, second daughter and co-heiress of John 
Alleyne, of Gresley, Derbyshire, and was buried at St. Peter's — 
ancestor of Hincks, of Huntington. 

13. Mr, Leftwich was one of the Executors of the will of Miss 
Barbara Dodd of London, 1721, and a Legatee for ^5 under that 
will.
